Wayne County Sheriff 
Robert A. Ficano announced 
today that his department, 
working in conjunction with 
local police agencies, will be- 
gin a county wide “Child 
Print Program.” 

Children across the country 
are being fingerprinted and 
authorities can identify them 
if they run away from home 
or are kidnapped. There were 
4,622 Michigan children ages 
16 or younger missing in 1981. 

Sheriff Ficano believes 
that, with parental approval, 
children in kindergarten 
through sixth grade could be 
fingerprinted and the prints 
turned over to the parents for 
safekeeping. Ficano stressed 
that the program is voluntary 
and the police keep no files on 
the children. 

The ‘Child Print Program” 
gets under way this week at 
Southland Shopping Center. 
Sheriff’s deputies along with 
the city of Taylor police offic- 
Ters will be operating a booth 
within the mall.

Voters resoundingly rejected 
three tax proposals on the ballot, 
saying “No” to a proposal to raise 
taxes, for money to remove asbes- 
tos from the high school walls, and 
to a bond issue to replace the roofs 

Blanchard 
appreciates 
school’s 
problems 

If the Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion and Supt. of Schools William 
Bedell were hoping that Lansing 
would pay more attention to the 
plight of the schools, they disco- 
vered this week that Gov. James 
Blanchard has more crucial prob- 
lems to attend to than , 
Dr. Beaen nau written the gov- 
ernor in hopes of soliciting more 
financial help, and to lift some of the 
uncertainties surrounding the pre- 
sent administration’s aid of educa- 
tio programs. However, Gov. Blan- 
chards response was all but opti- 
mistic. 

Blanchard wrote: 

Dear Dr. Bedell: 

.“Thank you for your letter re- 
garding the financing of public 
elementary and secondary schools 
in Michigan. I apologize for the de- 
lay in responding to you. 

“I fully appreciate the financial 
difficulties currently experienced 
by local school districts and I re- 
gard our growing number of out-of- 
formula districts as a pressing 
problem that must be addressed as 
soon as possible by increases in 
general membership state aid. 

Such increases will be possible 
once Michigan begins a sustained 
recovery from its current depress- 
ion, our most severe and persistent 
since the 1930s. As you know, our 
state tax revenues during this 
period have dropped substantially 
while public assistance payments 
for our growing number of unem- 
ployed have risen. 

“As a result, we have had no 
choice but to cut spending in other 
areas, including state aid to our 
public schools. These cuts, while 
clearly painful , are the unavoidable 
consequence of our economic de- 
pression. They will be restored as 
Michigan’s economic recovery de- 
velops. We in Michigan have en- 
joyed a tradition of excellence in 
public education and the continua- 
tion of that tradition is vital to our 
well-being. 

“The first priority of my adminis- 
tration is the economic revitaliza- 
tion of Michigan and the support of 
education is a major means to that 
end. A sound Michigan economy 
and a strong system of public

Van Buren to ask 
for 6 more mills 


With the annual school elections 
out of the way, Van Buren voters 
have an August 2 date to return to 
the polls to decide whether they will 
finance the restoration of school 
programs. 

The Board of Education Monday 
night voted to place a 6.2 mill prop- 
osal (a mill is $1 per $1000 of asses- 
sed property valuation) on the Aug. 
2 ballot 

With Dr Antoinette Schielser ab- 
sent from the proceedings, the six 
members went into executive ses- 
sion, and when they returned to the 
board room they agreed to ask the 
voters for the additional millage. 

The 6.5 mill tax levy is for a five 
year period

“The intention of the board to ask 
for the increase,” said Dr Elvin 
Peets, Superintendent of Van Buren 
Schools, “is to restore a full educa- 
tion program. We have reduced the 
school day from six to five hours 
and the board feels that the students 
have a right to a full instructional 
day. 

“And we have just not been pro- 
viding that,” Dr. Peets said 

There may also be a break in 
teacher-board contract negotia- 
tions as the board Monday night 
accepted a fact finder’s report in 
totality, according to Dr Peets.

Huron proposals 
also defeated

A stunning defeat was dealt to a 3-mill request in the Huron 
School District election Monday. 

By a margin of almost 2-1, four different proposals asking for 
money for buses, maintenance, counseling, and music, art and 
physical education instruction were rejected. 

More than 1160 voters cast th^ir ballots under sunny skips at 
The voter turnout was about as - * 

large as that of the June 1981 mil- 
lage election which was also defe- 
ated, in that case by a 3-1 margin. 

It was apparent that of the 1160 
voters, a solid 750 were absolutely 
opposed to all four proposals. 

Some 350 voters were in favor of 
all four. 

Surprisingly, the first two propos- 
als for buses and maintenance, con- 
sidered the “bread-and-butter” 
issues, got little more support than 
the remaining two proposals which 
were regarded as less negotiable. 

Prior to the vote count, School 
Supt. Gary Jackson was asked for 
his projection of the vote outcome 
and he replied that he felt that the 
first two proposals had a good 
chance of passing. 

He was not as hopeful for the third 
and fourth proposals. 

Nevertheless, the third proposal, 
asking for school counseling , was as 
much a barometer of voter senti- 
ment as any, since it was requested 
against the backdrop of the 
threatened loss of school accredita- 
tion of Huron High School. 

Yet, 820 voted against the propos- 
al for counseling, the largest nega- 
tive vote on he ballot. Some 347 
voted for it. 

“I’m very disappointed in he out- 
come ’ ’ said Jim W . Pershing , Presi- 
dent of the School Board, “especial- 
ly in light of the fact that we didn’t 
have the organized oppositionthis 
time. 

“At this time we are at a loss on 
what we re going to do with the 
program next year.” • 

Supt. Jackson was asked his reac- 
tion: 

•My reaction is that I guess I’ve 
reached a conclusion that people 
with kids in school are outnum- 
bered by people wh don’t have kids 
in school and the people who don’t 
have kids in school aren’t responsi- 
ble enough to provide the kids with 
an education similar to the one that 
they had. 

“Consequently, the funding for- 
mula somehow has got to be 
changed or in 20 or 30 years our na- 
tion is going to be in great diffi- 
culty.”

Novicki never knew.

Air show 
has ups, 
downs 

Over 50,000 people attended 
the Detroit Willow Run Air Show 
last Saturday and Sunday. For 
anyone who had never before 
attended an air show, this dis- 
play of military and general 
aviation was spectacular and 
was enhanced by the first splen- 
did weekend weather of the 
season. 

The navy Blue Angels were the 
featured performers of the show 
sponsored for the second year by 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission in association with the 
Yankee Air Force, a non profit 
group of aircraft buffs dedicated 
to restoration and preservation 
of historic military aircraft. 

Although the show featured 
military aircraft from past and 
present, there were numerous 
civilian static and flying exhibits 
including several ultra-lights, a 
motorized 65 mile per hour step 
above hang gliding. 

At the other end of the civilian 
speed scale was Jerry Mercer s 
BD5-J microjet, a jet version of a 
homebuilt experimental aircraft 
product originally available as a 
pusherprop kit some years ago 
but now out of production. Jerry 
Mercer presented a routine de- 
monstrating the aerobatic capa- 
bilities of the BD5-J. The 515 
pound aircraft is powered by a 
211 pound-thrust turbojet engine 
which pushes the plane to a crus- 
ing speed of 250 miles per hour. 

In April 1971, Leo Loudensla- 
ger made the first test flight in 
his just completed Stephens 
Akro. After years of modifica- 
tions, that airplane evolved into 
the Laser 200, the little red single 
wing aerobatic performance air- 
plane that has eclipsed the Pitts 


Special as the finest unlimited 
aerobatic competition aircraft in 
the world. 

In 1975, Loudenslager beat 20 
Pitts Specials to take the U.S. 
Aerobatic Championship held 
for many years by pilots of Curtis 
Pitts Specials. He has since won 6 
more U.S. Championships. 

Loudenslager’s performance 
of aeroabatic maneuvers was a 
first class demonstration of a 
pilot at one with his machine. 

The Eagles Aerobatic Flight 
Team (flying 3 Christensen 
Eagles) and the Canadian Ray- 
Ban Gold Aerobatic Team 
(flying Pitts Special S-2A’s) 
thrilled the large crowd with 
their close precision team per- 
formances and the U.S. Army 
Golden Knights’ 9 man team 
(actually 8 men and 1 woman) 
demonstrated the amazing capa- 
bilities of the para-foil type para- 
chutes which bear no resembl- 
ance to the survival chutes worn 
by military pilots. 

During the Yankee Air Force’s 
fly-by demonstration of historic 
military aircraft of WWII the 


lumbering grace of the B-25 
Mitchell bomber was contrasted 
to the heart-stopping screams of 
two P-51’s. Five T-6 Texans, an 
AD-1 Skyraider, a Tp28 Trojan, 
and a British Supermarine Spit- 
fire Mk-9 fighter (of Battle of Bri- 
tain fame) were also demons- 
trated in flight. 

The best is better savored last 
and so it was with the Navy’s 
Blue Angels flight demonstra- 
tion team. The team flies an un- 
usual aircraft in that it was never 
proto-typed. Only 19 months af- 
ter conception, the first prepro- 
duction plane flew on June 22, 
1954 as an A4D-1 Sky hawk , a light 
weight navy carrier fighter- 
bomber. The aircraft was 20 
years and many modifications 
into production, when the Blue 
Angels assumed the highly suc- 
cessful fighter in 1974 designated 
the McDonnell Douglas A-4F 
Skyhawk II. 

The Blue Angeles perform- 
ance is truely a credit to the pro- 
fessionalism of the military. 
Flying only 36 inches apart, 
these 6 men faultlessly perform 


complex maneuvers at speeds 
sometimes exceeding 500 miles 
per hour. Flight leader Comman- 
der Dave Carroll controls the 
flight through its aerobatics and 
the other team members place 
their confidence in his ability as 
they line up on his aircraft 
through maneuvers taking them 
from “on the deck’’ to altitudes 
of over a mile in about 7 seconds 
to begin a loop 

As the loop is completed the 
pilots add faith to their confi- 
dence as they ignore the 
onrushing ground to guide on 
their leader alone. 

The Yankee Air Force had the 
prime responsibility for crowd 
control and supervision, an im- 
mense undertaking in which they 
were very ably assisted by volun- 
teers from Civil Air Patrols and 
Explorer Scouts. 

Local police units did an un- 
usually fast job of emptying the 
parking lots and feeding traffic 
out of the area. 

It was a weekend this reporter 
and 50,000 other visitors cannot 
forget.

A Ficano announced today that 
his department will resume pat- 
rol of Belleville Lake 

In a press release, Ficano said 
that The Wayne County Sher- 
iff’s Department is back on the 
waters of Wayne County The 
county's Marine Division was a 
victim of financial cutbacks two 
years ago 

Opening ceremonies for the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Marine 
Safety Division are planned for 
11 a m.. Thursday, June 16 in 
Belleville. The Marine Division 
will consist of 80 highly-trained 
deputies operating four boats 
stationed on Belleville Lake, 
Lake St. Clair, the Detroit River 
and Lake Erie. 

“I have been doing some re- 
search. and have found that 
Wayne County has 80,000 reg- 
istered boat owners within its 
borders,” Ficano added, “and 
that we have 142 square miles of 
water for people to enjoy. 

“The Sheriff s Marine Division 
will be patrolling these areas 
with eight highly trained marine 
law enforcement deputies. My 
deputies will be working closely 
with local city police and we also 
will be working in conjunction 
with the Department of Natural 
Resources.” 

Sheriff Ficano pointed out that 
the county’s marine division will 
be paying special attention to 
“the increased criminal activity 
and vandalism that occurs 
around this time of the year 
around boat clubs and marinas.” 

“Working with the Belleville 
Police. I believe we can greatly 
curtail this problem area. Boat 
owners should be able to enjoy 
the same peace of mind that a 
homeowner feels regarding his 
property safety,” Ficano added. 

The Sheriffs Marine Division 
deputies, as part of their respon- 
sibilities, will also conduct boat

A horse in the house 
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Belleville council adopts ‘fair but tight’ budget

(ANP Special Writer) 


With little discussion and no dis- 
agreement. the Belleville City 
Council approved a 1983-84 general 
fund budget that City Manager 
Frank Pascarella described as 
“tight but fair.” 

“We re going to have to watch our 
spending closely,” he said, “but 1 
think we’re off to a good start. We 
don’t anticipate having to raise 


taxes, and we ll be able to continue 
to offer just about the same level of 
service 

The new budget, which takes 
effect on July 1. means good news 
for city homeowners who. as a re- 
sult of a 5.93 drop in Belleville’s 
state equalized valuation of proper- 
ty (SEV), will pay 6% less in prop- 
erty taxes in the new fiscal year 
Commercial, industrial, and agri- 
cultural properties will be taxed the 


same as last year. 


In addition, the city’s millage 
rate dropped slightly, from 14 4 to 
14.2 mills. The slight decline re- 
sulted because the People s Com- 
munity Housing Authority, which 
operates several hospitals in 
Wayne County dropped its levy for 
special as cr jsments. says Pas- 
carella (A mill represents $1 of tax 
per $1,000 of SEV.) 

The 1983-84 budget projects 
$689,600 in expenditures — a sharp 
drop from the $793,075 allocated in

the current budget In large part, 
the decline resulted from a redis- 
tribution of costs from the general 
fund to other city funds such as the 
water fund and the motor pool fund, 
said Pascarella, the budget’s chief 
author. 

“We’ve been trying to shift the 
burden away from the general 
fund,” he said He noted, for exam- 
ple, that the city had distributed 
some general labor costs to the wa- 
ter fund rather than the general 
fund He added that if he was work- 
ing on a water fund project, he 
would bill his time to that fund 
rather than, as in the past, the 
general fund. 

In addition, the city expects to 
achieve some substantial savings 
by slashing its sanitation budget 
from $51,300 to $34,100 In the pro- 
cess, the city is eliminating free 
“special” rubbish pick-ups except 
in the months of May and October. 
Pascarella explained. 

The total revenue project for the 
1983 budget, $673,510, represents an 
increase of $59 r 210 from the current 
allocation of $614,300. City officials 
predict a 1983-84 deficit of only 
$16,090 in contrast to the whopping 
$178,775 currently on the books. 

The current hefty deficit is a 
direct by-product of the state of 


Michigan’s economic woes, said 
Pascarella. “Our share of state re- 
venue payments arrived as much 
as six months late,” he said “We re 
receiving some of it now. in a lump 
sum, after scrambling for funds all 
year.” 

Hard times also means that the 
city will maintain only $24,500 in 
contingency funds for the new fiscal 
year. Last year, the city had 
budgeted $45,000 but had to revise 
that figure to only $20,000, due to 
other expenses. 


Contingency funds are used in 
case of emergencies, or simply to 
back up any of the city’s funds. 

1 Let s keep our fingers crossed that 
nothing unexpected happens during 
the next year,” Pascarella said. 


As in the previous year. Bellevil- 
le’s fiscal outlook depends in large 
part on the easing of the state’s eco- 
nomic fog, say city officials. ‘ 4 We do 
anticipate 100% funding of inter- 
governmental revenues,” Pas- 
carella said

School boards 
must face reality 

‘ In fact, it’s downright depressing.” 

Those words, spoken by Dan Bales, could have been easily 
spoken by his counterpart , Jim Pershing , president of the Huron 
School Board. 

Both the millage proposals of Romulus and Huron school dis- 
tricts went down in flaming defeat, ingloriously and perhaps 
definitively. 

It would be easy to lash out at the voters but at this point is is 
irrelevant. 

The margins of defeat were about lV 2 -to-l in Romulus ; and in 
some instances 2-1. In Huron School District it was 2-1. 

In both districts the issues were clear; in Romulus, the need 
for roof replacement for the current dangerous asbestos mater- 
ial; in Huron, the need for money to buy buses, repair a leaky 
roof, and to provide counseling to fend off a threatened loss of 
accreditation. 

So the resounding NO vote underlines with clarity that going to 
the voters for money is the last route any perceptive superinten- 
dent can take. 

We are fairly sure that Supt. Bill Bedell of Romulus and Supt. 
Gary Jackson of Huron have already made up their minds that 
another method of financing must be drawn up to insure that our 
schools are run properly. 

This option has been much talked about in the past, usually in 
the form of fantasy, by school officials. 

The time of fantasy is over. It is a time of reality. The smoke is 
cleared from the field. 

We recommend that Dr. Bedell and Dr. Jackson get on the 
telephone and begin discussion of a real movement to come up 
with a new method of financing Michigan schools. 

It is generally agreed that the millage method of financing is a 
thing of the past. It is not responsive to the needs of the com- 
munity. 

To go to the hard-ped, overburdened taxpayer and ask for 
money, willingly, is like holding up a bank. Your chances of 
success are slim, and there is a good chance of being put, if not 
under arrest, than contempt. 

Why put up with it? 

Supt.Jackson summed up the Huron school election by simply 
noting that the number of voters without kids in school are great- 
er than the number with kids in school. 

We are all grown up enough to know that we cannot rely on 
people's charity to build a new school roof. People will buy a 
candy bar, but not a bus. 

Both districts ran good campaigns, in Huron it was excellent. 

But nice try, no cigar. 

Only when the superintendents of all the school districts make 
a SERIOUS concerted effort, and we don’t mean passing resolu- 
tions, will there be the beginning of a turnabout in this very sorry 
state of affairs. 

There is something very instructive in the recent state tax 
increase of 38.8 percent. It is high. It is necessary. And the state 
legislature voted for it. 

It is now a fact of life. By simple fiat. 

And when our school districts, rich and poor, are financed by 
state taxes in an equitable manner, then will our schools be 
financed in a same manner. 

Out with millage. Up with state financing. 

And Supts. Bedell and Jackson, start doing your homework.

Facts weren’t presented 
by Consumers Power critic 


After reading Aline Morin’s recent letter to 
The Associated Newspapers, I thought it would 
be advantageous to respond to the allegations. It 
may be of interest to your readers that nearly 
eighty cents of every dollar you pay Consumers 
Power goes to pay for the natural gas you have 
consumed. 

The eighty cents is exactly what we pay for the 
gas you use and we operate the company on the 
other twenty cents. It may be of interest to you 
that the federal government determines the cost 
of all natural gas found by producers ; they de- 
termine what pipeline companies may charge 
for shipping the gas from the producing wells to 
the distributing utilities. 

The distributing utilities, such as Consumers 
Power, are permitted to charge for shipping and 
delivering the natural gas to the retail custom- 
er. This charge is regulated by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission which oversees the 
twenty cents of every dollar you pay for natural 
gas. 

In November 1978, the U.S. Congress passed 
the Natural Gas Policy Act which over a period 
of years is attempting to deregulate the price of 
natural gas by the federal government. The 
reason for this federal legislation was to encour- 
age natural gas exploration since at the time, 
the US was facing natural gas shortages. 

This federal legislation is allowing the price of 
natural gas to go up at the wellhead and it is 
impacting every state in the 
country . . including Michigan We recognize 
these price increases are creating a hardship on 
some customers and we are working in 
Washington, DC attempting to modify the rising 
cost of natural gas. But , we are proud as a Com- 
pany to be able to factually state that we have 
the lowest gas rates in the State of Michigan 

In regard to the comments about our 21 per- 
cent increase which was implemented last 
April, perhaps you will recall the state legisla- 
ture changed the method by which gas utilities 
may pass on their price increases from their gas 
suppliers. Presently, gas utilities must project 
their gas supplier costs for a 12-month period 
and then file this information with the MPSC for 
review and approval. If the MPSC does not rule 
upon the projections within 90 days, the utility 
may include these increased costs in their rates 


subject to refund when the MPSC does make a 
ruling. 

On December 6. 1982. Consumers Power filed 
the projected cost information with the MPSC. 
After 90 days, the MPSC had not made a ruling 
and the company chose to wait an extra month 
for the MPSC approval . On April 7, 1983 we chose 
to include these projected cost increases into our 
rates subject to refund after the MPSC’s review 
and approval. 

The simple economic reality of business is 
that you cannot sell your product or service for 
less money than you pay for it and remain in 
business. This unfortunately is the situation the 
Company faced. 

We are particularly proud of the PeopleCare 
Program which was recently completed. It may 
be of interest that $420,403 was collected to help 
needy people in this state. These funds were 
distributed by the Salvation Army to assist the 
needy with medical care, the purchase of food, 
rental assistance and transportation. The 
money contributed by residential customers 
was $211,521, by Company employees. $104,441. 
This employee contribution was matched by the 
Company from Corporate profits. In trying 
times such as these, the company is proud of 
organizing this successful program of helping 
people in need. 

In regard to the comment on the $10 Home 
Energy Analysis, the Company does not make 
any money on this program which has been 
mandated by the State Legislature. For your 
information, each Home Energy Analysis costs 
$140-$150 of which the customer pays $10. For 
qualified low-income families the audit is free of 
charge. 

After reading of your efforts to reduce your 
gas bill by burning wood , it should be pointed out 
that unless you have a proper wood stove in- 
stallation, often the wood stove or fireplace flue 
sucks out the heat from your home at a rate 
faster than you can make up for it by burning 
wood. Perhaps you might want to consider tak- 
ing advantage of a Home Energy Analysis 
which can help you take advantage of every dol- 
lar you spend for heating your home.

Wayne County Commissioners 
Kay Beard and Milton Mack are sin- 
cere when they say that they want to 
keep Wayne County General HospiU 
al open. The hospital is the last hope 
for medical aid and assitance for 
many in the area. 

But, while Mrs. Beard sees the hos^ 
pital as an organization of profes- 
sionals operating outside of the char- 
ter and only within the outer reaches 
of the county executive. Mack views 
the hospital as the county executive’s 
immediate responsibility and do^ 
main. *• 

It also should be noted that the hos : 
pital is a thorn in the taxpayer’s side. 

It has run a deficit for the many 
years, in the millions of dollars. 

‘‘The hospital issue should not be 
tied to the political struggle behind 
the forces of the old county govern- 
ment and the new charter,” Mack de-' 
dares. “The hospital should not be a 
political tool and I feel we all agree 
that the hospital should be continued_ 
to operate and maintained ‘by the. 
county.’ 

Mack, elected to the county seat 
from the 11th district, served on the 
Wayne City Council before bran- 
ching out into county politics. The 
hospital is a “hot potato” that could 
burn a lot of politicians because, on 
one hand it serves scores of economi- 
cally depressed patients, but on the 
other it is racking those huge de-. 
ficits. 

Mack sees the battle and con- 
troversy from the debate of the hos- 
pital as one of “ego” and “turf”. 

“And the other issue here is an 
issue of turf,” Mack continues. “The. 
issue of ego between the commission- 
ers and the executive can be dicidedr 
in the political forum, but to tie thd' - 
hospital’s existence to that ordi- 
nance (Beard’s ordinance) would’ 
translate into uncertainty for the. 
hospital, the employees and the peo^. 
pie of Wayne County. 

“The debate emotionalizes the 
issues, it’s unfair to make judgment, 
on emotions. It’s unfair to the em- 
ployees and it’s unfair to the pa-~ 
tients. v 

To clear the air and define the line 
of responsibility, Mack offered a- 
compromise ordinance for the com- 
missioners to consider. Simply- 
stated. Mack's ordinance says that;, 
the Wayne County shall continue to: 
operate WCGH “and provide such 
services that the county commission^ 
ers seem appropirate in accordance - 
with the charter.” _ 

“Once we settle the issue that the_ 
hospital will stay open, we then can- 
move on to the other issues which 
should be separate,” Mack says. “If 
we confuse the issues to the point 
where the courts would have to settle 
which body has jurisdiction here, it 
would polarize us for a year and the 
fate of the hospital would be left in 
limbo.” 

Mack offers some suggestions ter; 
streamline the hospital’s operation;” 
He said that some renovations could 
be made to make the hospital more 
attractive to third party payers, like 
issuance companies and private pa- 
tient payers. 

Also, more out-patient care could 
be assigned “off campus” thereby 
forcing the federal government to" 
reimburse the hospital. 

“But, there has to be accountabil- • 
ity at the hospital. It has been de- 
fused because of years of apathy. 
People have been tripping over 
themselves at the hospital — the 
Board of Auditors, the Labor Rela- 
tions Board, the Board of Institution, 
the Executive Director — let’s 
streamline the administration and 
tighten up the policies and proce- 
dures, and let’s try running the hos-„. 
pital as other hospitals are run. 

“It’s not going to be easy, but 1 be- 
lieve it can be done.”

Just as the coffee was perking 
the invasion began. Hordes of 
people huffing and puffing down 
the sidewalks, over the lawns, up 
on porches, digging into the 
tables, sniffing at the knitted 
things, flouncing out bedspreads 
and tablecloths, riffling through 


old silverware, all the time talk- 
ing, talking and shrieking when 
they found something. 

The worst time came when I 
ventured from the house to take 
the trash out. 

“You’d better not go out now,” 
my husband said from behind his 
newspaper, but I said I was going 
out the side door and I would be 
safe. I had no more set my foot 
out then I began eating those 
words ! 

“What do you have there?” 
one woman shrieked, tearing 
across the lawn and grabbing at 
the bag in my hand 

“It’s only...” I began, but be- 
fore I could get the word out, 
another woman came shrilling 
across the lawn and slid to a stop. 
“Here, let me see,” she yelped, 
but the first woman was trying to 
untie the knot around the bag, 
and gave her a shove. 

“I’ll open it,” a huge woman 
with a silly little hat set on her 
head, shouted as she caught sight 
of the skirmish. 

“Oooh look,” one of them 
shouted as she momentarily 
looked up from the struggle and 
saw the slippes I had on my feet. 
“How much?” 

“But they aren’t. ..” I began. 

“Fine, I’ll take them,’’ she yel- 
led and pulled them right off my 


Suffer the little children 


.Somebody asked me a while 
back why I haven’t written any- 
thing yet about child abuse. I 
said, “Oh, I’m going to. One of 
these days.” 

What I didn’t say was that I’ve 
tried, many times, to write about 
child abuse — but it is a subject 
so painful, so abhorrent, and, at 
the same time, so alien to me, 
that I have a hard time even com- 
prehending it. 

As a child, I was never spank- 
ed. No, never. My parents were 
huggers, not hitters. I grew up in 
such an insulated, pleasant little 
world that I was well into my 
teens before I actually saw some- 
one being struck by, of all things, 
a parent 

It was a cousin — a cousin I 
dearly loved — and I came into 
the room as his father was whip- 
ping him with his belt I 
screamed and lunged at my un- 
cle, trying to get the belt away 
from him, and my mother grab- 
bed me and pulled me out of the 
room. With tears in her eyes, she 
told me I couldn’t interfere. 

Not interfere? A person I loved 
was in there being beaten and I 
shouldn’t do anything? And here 
was my mother, who wouldn’t 


hurt a fly, who always took care 
of things, not doing anything, 
either? 

I can remember every little de- 
tail about that afternoon. The 
belt being raised into the air and 
coming down hard onto my 
cousin The look on his face as the 
belt struck. My aunt, crying into 
a towel, trying not to hear. . 

And my cousin, hours later, 
eyes puffy and faced streaked 
with dirty tears, coming out of 
his room alive and whole — and 
grinning. 

I felt betrayed that afternoon 
— by everybody. By my uncle 
and my aunt and my mother, for 
not being the people I thought 
they were — and even by my 
cousin, for not seeming to suffer 
over the beating as much as I 
had 

And I felt vulnerable. I had wit- 
nessed, for the first time in my 
life, an actual act of violence. Be- 
fore that afternoon I thought that 
sort of thing only happened in the 
movies. Make believe. Nobody 
really got hurt Now I knew what 
violence looked like — and I 
knew that it could happen to any- 
body — even as people who cared 
for them stood by 


I am much older now — and 
supposedly wiser. I wish I could 
say I understand any of it better 
now. I don’t. I don’t understand 
how a seemingly normal, ration- 
al person could go on living life as 
usual after he, in a fit of anger, 
had raised ugly , brutal welts on a 
younger, smaller person with his 
own belt. 

I don’t understand how a 
mother could stand by and do no- 
thing more than cry into a towel 
and pretend not to hear when 
someone small and wonderful — 
someone she loves — is being de- 
liberately injured. 

I don’t understand how three 
people standing by could so easi- 
ly have been conditioned into 
thinking they were not able to 
overpower the belt-wielder and 
take his weapon away from him 

And I don t understand how the 
victim of the beating could come 
out of his room a few hours later, 
grinning — as though the inci-

Along with their traditional vegetable gardens this year, several of 
my friends have put in separate little patches especially for herbs. 
That way they ’ll merely have to step out their doors and pinch off a 
snip of basil, tarragon, thyme, or whatever else the evening’s recipe 
might call for 

I'm still considering the idea but thus far have only my usual clump 
of parsley to fall back on Procrastinator that 1 am — we ll see ” 

Unlike the reason in those cliche-ridden davs-of-yore. however, 
a family « let's be honest — the woman > HAD to have an herb garden, 
not to spice up the pot of victuals on the hearth but as a means of 
warding off illness 

Since there were no corner drugstores in medieval times, home- 
grown herb gardens provided the wonder drugs of the day And since 
physicians were few and far between, it was. of necessity, an era of 
do-it-yourself 

The medieval housewife planted that special garden which hope- 
fully would help her cope with anything from snakebite to influenza 
Many of the plants are familiar to us since we use them in cooking 
today caraway bay leaves, sage, marjoram fennel rosemary 


Ingeniously, housewives in those ancient days found many other 
uses for herbs besides healing For instance, sweet woodruff when 
dried has the scent of new-mown hay Therefore, it was used for 
strewing on floors, perfuming linen chests and making garlands for 
church on feast days 

Marjoram was a must in those ancient gardens since it was used to 
flavor soups and meat dishes (did they have such a concoction as 
salads in those times 0 ) This same herb bound on the head would 
cure a cold, drunk with wine, it warmed the stomach, comforting 
digestion ' 

Camomile or rosemary was used to make a sweet washing wa- 
ter And mint rubbed on the teeth will give a sweet smelling 
mouth ' 

Like her earlier counterparts, my mother was big on camomile but 
not as a mouth freshener In our family, it was brewed as a tea and 
was “the " remedy for colds Laced with a shot of Old Granddad and 
some honey, the steaming cups had to be sipped carefully ( “don’t let 
it cool off" ) while the perspiration formed on your forehead and you 
just plain sweated out that cold " 

When a member of her family had a cold, the lady of the ancient 
house boiled up a potent br^w of leaves and flowers of fresh borage 
For a nervous headache, she made an infusion of primrose root. And 
for a sedative, there was always a crock of cowslip wine handy. 

Distilled water from the leaves and flowers of cowslip were also 


“good against the pain in the head that comes of a cold” — a cureall 
we would today assign to aspirin. 

Caraway ; was not only for coughs, it was also “good for the frenzy 
and for the biting of venomous beasts; also it restoreth hair which 
hath fallen away.’’ (What are all those fellas doing in the spice aisles 
at the super market?) 

The time has long vanished when a homemaker finds it necessary 
to grow an herb garden purely for medicinal purposes. Today, it is 
more likely to be gourmet cooks or enthusiastic gardeners who find it 
an esoteric and rewarding hobby 

But then — how many people today suffer from the * frenzy " or the 
“biting of venomous beasts?”

Waltzing into sports 

Another all-time hero recalled

~Where are our past 
heroes? 

< Here’s another col- 
umn from out of the 
past. 

As I mentioned in 
last week’s column, in 
the weeks to come we 
would be talking about 
some more of the men 
who were the unsung 
heroes around Wayne 
many years ago... men 
who were dedicated to 
the upbringing of the 
young boys around 
Wayne shortly after 
World War II ended 
This week’s story is 
about Angelo Demario 
who came to Wayne 
about the same time 
as Dick Robb and was 
named to run the 
Wayne Recreation De- 
partment after the 
sudden death of Harry 
Ranch. 

“Ange,” as we all 
knew him, went to the 
U. of South Carolina 
where he played foot- 
ball and was good 
enough to earn a try- 
oht with the Detroit 
Lions even after join- 
ing the recreation de- 
partment here in 


Wayne. 

We all remember 
how he would get us 
out on the football field 
and bring a real live 
N.F.L. ball with him 
and throw passes to 
us... passes that would 
just about take our 
arms out of their sock- 
ets. ..in addition he 
would show us how to 
punt, usually putting 
them up about 60 
yards in the air while 
we all gasped that 
such a little guy could 
kick a football that far. 

We didn’t realize 
that even though he 
wasn ’t very tall he was 
a solid 205 lbs of 
muscle. 

He also umpired the 
softball games around 
Wayne and was in- 
strumental in setting 
up inter-school soft- 
ball programs with 
each school (6th, 7th 
and 8th graders). 

At the same time he 
set up a hardball prog- 
ram down in the old 
fiats. He kept us busy ; 
hardball games at 10 
am. and softball 
games at 6:30 in the 
evenings quite often 
on the same days. 

At that time, all the 


parents loved him for 
now there was some- 
thing for the boys to 
look forward to during 
the long hot summers 
around town. No one 
complained about get- 
ting supper at 9 o’clock 
in the evening and 
things haven’t 
changed that much 
since that time. ..I 
hope. 

Several boys moved 
here from Detroit 
back them and as soon 


as they saw the big 
open ball fields they 
were “hooked” after 
spending their play- 
ground days in Detroit 
in an alley about 30 
feet wide... you know. 
If you hit it straight 
down the middle of the 
alley fine, but if you 
pulled one foul into 
someone’s finely 
groomed backyard the 
people usually kept 
the ball . . .end of game. 

Ange also set up the 


first football teams 
(little league) to come 
out of Wayne with hel- 
mets and shoulder 
pads and pants and 
jerseys just like the 
big time. He would kid 
the smaller boys tell- 
ing them they had to 
start playing center or 
guard and work their 
way up 

After about two 
plays with someone 
running over them,

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PUSH Band promoted 
by Wayne businessman

“The hardest thing in life is get- 
ting people to pay attention.” Jim 
Bolton said with a sigh. 

As owner of Jn Signs in Wayne, 
Bolton’s work is to make customers 
take notice through the usage of in- 
novative displays and graphics. 
Among his clients is Little Caesar s 
Enterprises, which recently placed 
one sample of Bolton s creations in 
Hong Kong. 

But grabbing such notice in the 
incredibly competitive world of 
rock and roll is another matter as 
Bolton is discovering in his role as 
manager of the up and coming 
PUSH Band. For several years he’s 
dealt with radio stations, club own- 
ers, booking agents and promoters 
in hopes of attracting more expo- 
sure for the four-member group. 

Of course, his interest has been 
both professional and paternal 
since his son Terry, 23, is the band’s 
founder and drummer. 

“Terry started drumming when 
he was seven,” Bolton recalled 
during a break from his sign con 
struction efforts. “We listened to it 
till he turned 20 and left the house. 
He’s been in four different bands 
since he was 13. 

“Don’t ask me to describe their 
style,” he added, referring to the 
PUSH Band. “I see them perform 
at least once a week ...I love the 
music. Their product has really im- 
proved.” 

Judging by the group’s schedule, 
recognition is starting to come their 
way. In addition to a three-night 
stint at The Music Box in Westland 
(June 23 thru 25) the band has per- 
formance dates in East Detroit, 
Dearborn Heights, Toledo, Leming- 
ton, Ontario, and Wyandotte in up- 


coming weeks. Not to mention a 
video taping for cable television 
and the recent release of their debut 
single, ' Playin’ with Fire” and 
“Hungry Eyes”. 

Twelve hour days and seven-day 
weeks are part of the business. Boi- 
ton pointed out. And with good 
reason. 

“There’s so much talent out 
there,” the 43-year-old manager 
emphasized. “On every city block 
you’ll find a group of young kids 
playing music. There’s thousands 
of them . No band stays more than a 
week at any one place, two weeks at 
the most. It’s a tough racket. 

“Getting proper exposure is the 
key as well as public acceptance of 
the product.” 

The PUSH Band’s “product” in- 
cludes what one reviewer termed 
“a light show that would leave most 
bands in the dark.” Some of the 
electrical work was designed by 
Bolton’s company, including the 
electronic logo used in their live 
show. 

Along with Terry Bolton . the band 
members are Rick DeNoyer, Chris 
Stuba and Earl Crazft, who was re- 
cently injured in a stage mishap. 
Terry Connell has been tabbed to 
replace Craft for upcoming gigs. 
Their goal is simple, to write music 
and play concerts, their manager 
noted. 

“This band knows that actions 
speak louder than words,” a re- 
viewer wrote following a recent 
performance. “They’ve got their 
actions together in such a way that 
any person caught in the midst of 
their musical frenzy can’t help but 
be swept off their chair only to hit 
the ground dancing.” 

Pretty heavy stuff for a band that 
owes its name to a trash can. 

“Terry and a friend were having 


a Big Mac’ some years ago when 
his friend noticed the word Push’ 
on the dumpster,” Bolton said. 
“Terry liked the name and later we 
registered it.” 

Will the PUSH Band be the next 
local group to go national 9 After 20 
years in business, Bolton is both 
hopeful and realistic. 

“Business is business,” he de- 
clared. “This (band manager) is 
not a hobby. According to our 
agreement, once they (the band ) go 
past $100,000 per year, then I get a 
percentage.” 

It’s a goal both the band and the 
manager are striving for

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Walking away from crime 


By CATHY HORSTE 

Some people are under the 
mistaken impression that rob- 
beries happen only to banks and 
rapes only happen to women who 
pick up hitchhikers. Nothing 
could be further from the truth 
The familiar refrain that, “it 
isn t even safe to walk the streets 
anymore” has, unfortunately, 
proven itself to be only too true. 

Certainly, no one wants to 
yield to criminals by staying be- 
hind locked doors. There is a 


choice, and that choice is to exer- 
cise care. Here are a few crime 
reducing suggestions which 
should be put into practice when 
walking at night: 

• There IS safety in numbers. 
Never walk alone at night. 

• Avoid walking on dimly lit 
streets and stay out of alleys. 
Never take remote or little 
traveled shortcuts. 

• When working afternoons, 
use the “buddy system” to leave 
the building and cross the park- 
ing lot. Have your car keys out of 


your purse and in your hand be- 
fore going out. 

• Walk on the section of the 
sidewalk closest to the street and 
away from shrubbery, trees and 
doorways. Sometimes it is even 
safer to walk in the street rather 
than on the sidewalk 

• If someone drops you off 
near your home, have them wait 


until you are in the house before 
they drive away. 

• Women should carry a loud 
whistle or other noisemaker , and 
use it if accosted 

• If you think you are being fol- 
lowed. head for any lighted area. 
Walk with confidence — most 
attackers are looking for a vic- 
tim who looks vulnerable. 


Remember not to drop your 
guard when walking in an area 
that is familiar to you. Exercise 
care at all times. Walk away 
from crime rather than into it!
